T is only natural that in these days of 


gathering crisis our thoughts should turn 
continually to the fearful conflict in the 
basin of the Don.

This time the utmost power of 
the Nazi military machine has 
been spending itself for twelve 
months against the elastic, but 
unvielding barrier of Soviet 
resistance 

The Germans are bleeding 
themselves to death with their 
own victories. They admit Sebas- 
topol was a more terrible obstacle 
than Verdun. They took Sebasto- 
pol, but they paid the price. 
Moscow claims that during the 
two months the Germans 
sustained more than 900,000 
casualties, the killed numbering 
upwards of 350,000. No army in 
the world and no people on earth 
can long endure such frightful 
losses. 

Other Russian towns may fall 
and fresh territory may be over- 
run, but all this will avail the

But it is none the less a fact 
that an unsuccessful invasion, no 
matter when it took place, would 
be a disaster not only to ourselves, 
but to the whole cause of the 
United Nations. 

Moreover—and this ıs essential 
to calm judgment—Stalin and 
Molotov know exactly how we are 
situated. The Soviet Foreign 
Minister came to London and 
then flew to Washington with the 
express purpose of discussing the 
entire war situation with Chur- 
chill and Roosevelt. 

It was not until after he had 
returned to Moscow; not until he 
was informed of all the relevant 
tacts and had satisfied himself 
what we could or could not do, 
that Soviet Russia gave her 
pledge to us, as we to her, that 
there shall be, and can be, no 
separate peace for any of us. 

No journalist, no petty politician 
and, perhaps, no man in all the 
world outside the triumvirate of 
Anglo-American-Soviet leadership 
can predict the hour and place of 
our attack upon the enemy in 
Europe. 

But the place will be found and 
the hour will strike and—soon or 
late—we shall force Nazi Germany 
to meet the final and fatal chal- 
lenge of the whole Free World.

Almost the 
last reserves of normal civilian 
industry have been diverted to 
military purposes.

What’s more: there is compara- 
tively little grumbling. The 
workers, taking them generally.
